PRINCE OF JAPAN. 


Now in New York on the Way to the 
Land of the Sun. 


NEW YORK, July 15.—Prince Takehito 
Arisugawa, a nephew of Emperor Mustu- 
hito of Japan, will be im this country within 
ten days. 

Prince Arisugawa Is one of the richest men 
in Japan, and holds the rank of Rear Ad- 
miral in her navy. He is described as a 
handsome man of military appearance, and 
is about 3 years old. He is now in Eng- 
land, where he was sent by the Emperor as 
a special representative during the Queen’s 
jubilee. 

The Prince was educated in the English 
Naval Academy, and served for a 
aboard English warships. The Prince is 
accompanied by a staff of ten officers, of 


which Count Sawa is chief. .M. Salto, an- 
other of Japan's nobility, is the master of 
ceremonies. 

According to the programme mapped out 
this far, it is the intention of the Prince 
to take passage on the Empress of India 
from Vancouver Aug. 2 for Japan. In that 
event he will have but a few days to spend 
in New York. There is a possibility, ow- 
ever, that he will change his plans and 
travel through the United States. It is 
thought that the Prince will make a tour 
of inspection of the various naval stations 
in this country, and probably visit several 
ship yards and armor making plants. 


RICH COMMITS SUICIDE. 


One of the Wealthiest Merchants of 
Atlanta, Ga. 


ATLANTA, Ga., July 16.—Emanuel Rich, 
a member of the firm of M. Rich & Bros.. 
one of the largest dry goods and furniture 
houses in the South, committed suicide at 
his home in this city at 7 o’clock this 
morning by cutting his throat with a fruit 
knife. 

He returned from New York on Saturday 
night and on Sunday seemed to be deeply 
depressed. That afternoon he tried to kill 


himself but was prevented from doing so. 
This mornin he escaped from the _ sur- 
veillance under which he had been placed 
and succeeded in severing his throat after 
four slashes at it with a dull knife. 

Mr. Rich was well known in business cir- 
cles throughout the South and in New 
York, where he spent much time as buyer 
for his house. He ranked as one of Atlan- 
nh most prominent and wealthy Hebrew 
citizens.

TWO THOUSAND STRIKERS ARE 
BENT ON CLOSING DOWN 
THE WORKS, 


Great Excitement Reigns and Fears of 
Trouble Are Enter- 
tained. 


OLD SCORES BETWEEN THE SEC- 
TIONS MAY CAUSE AN 
OUTBREAK. 


Sheriff Thinks There Is No Danger 
and Has Made No Prepara- 
tions to Keep Peaca. 


The news that a couple of thousand coal 
miners from Staunton, Mt, Olive and Wor- 
den were marching toward Belleville caused 
a good deal of excitement in that town 
Thursday night. 

There were a great many conferences in 
the West End resorts and an ugly spirit 
was manifested by many. It is very possi- 
ble that trouble may follow their arrival. 

There has been ill feeling between the 
men of the two sections since 1894. In the 
memorable strike of that year the Staunton 
men went ‘back to work before a settle- 
Was reached and left the Bellevillo 


ment 
men to “hold the sack.”’ 

They were compelled to straggle back to 
work at whatever wages the operators were 
willing to pay them. Animosities engen- 
dered then have never been healed and they 
have not since pulled together. 

The Belleville men claim they were sold 
out and charge James Carson of O’Fallon, 
the present State President, with betraying 


them. 

Since that they have not been thoroughly 
organized. Several times attempts were 
made to build up the organization, but the 
old bitter feeling always cropped out and 
confounded the efforts of the leaders. It 
was this which caused the fizzle of last 
week’s strike. The anti-Carson men re- 
fused to join in and the rest were compelled 
to return to work. 

The men who are tramping across coun- 
try toward Belleville are on a peaceful pil- 
grimage. They mean to attempt to get the 
Belleville men ‘out with oratory and per- 
suasion. But many of the latter will not 
yield readily to this form of influence, and 
they may say some of the bitter things 
which have been rankling in their minds, 

Unless the Staunton men come in over- 
flowing numbers there is likely to be trouble 
at some of the mines. 

William Patterson, who acted as chair- 
mun at the mass meetings held last week, 
« ys the Staunton men are coming down to 
.et the Belleville men out, and “if they 
can’t coax them out they’li club them out.” 
He believes their mission will be successful, 
but doubts if the men will stay out unless 
they are organized under a district staff of 
officers independent of the national organi- 
zation. 
they will not take part in a strike in which 
Carson has anything to say. 

The news from Staunton Friday morning 
was that 1,00 men had left there Thursday 
night on foot. They expected reinforce- 
ments at Worden. Their next stop was to 
be at Edwardsville, where part of the men 
would stop to try and get the men there to 
strike. The others were to push on to Glen 
Carbon, Troy and Collinsville. From Col- 
linsville the programme was to march on 
Belleville, fourteen miles across country. f 
The total distance is about fifty-five miles. 
The men are said to have wagons loaded 
with provisions. They are expécted to reach 
Belleville Friday night or Saturday. 

From there they will go to Murphysboro 
and Centralia. 

The march recalls one made by the miners 
of Staunton In 1886. It was during the Rein- 
ecke strike at Dutch Hollow. Several] min- 
ers had been arrested and locked up in. the 
Belleville jail. The Staunton men, to the 
number of 300, marched to Belleville and 
scattered over the town. It was given out 
that if the men were not rele the jail 
would be stormed. The authorities has- 
tened the preliminary. examination. The 
evidence against them was weak and they 
were discharged.

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ITS DEATH HAS CAUSED ALL 
KINDS OF TROUBLE. 


MRS. DELL TELLS THE STORY. 


A MANCHESTER WOMAN TRIES TO 
CONCEAL THE TRUTH. 


The Baby Born at the Female Hospital 
and Mrs. Dell Took 
It Away. 


A baby that died in St. Ann's Asylum last 
Tuesday is causing all kinds of trouble in 
a household in Manchester, Mo., and also in 
St. Louls. Attempts to conceal the mater- 
nity of the dead child caused the develop- 
ment of the story. 

On June 21 Mrs. Mary Dell of 918 North 
Thirteenth street walked into the Fourth 
District Police Station with a 4 weeks’ old 
baby in her arms, The babe was sick. She 
told the desk sergeant that the child's 
mother, Kate Carmody, of Manchester, Mo., 
had left the baby with her and said she 
would cal! for it. She heard nothing from 
the Carmody woman and wanted the au- 
thorities.to relieve her of her charge. 

The baby was given to Patrolman Brad.- 
shaw. He took it to St. Ann’s Asylum, 912 
O'Fallon street, where it was re- 
ceived. It was entered on the books 
as Kate Carmody, aged 28 days. The 
child was supposed to bear its mother’s 
name. The baby was suffering from spinal 
meningitis and last Tuesday it died, These 
facts are shown by the records at the 
asylum.

A few days later a letter was received 
at the Post-Dispatch office from Mrs. Dell, 
in which she said there was @ mistake in the

The woman's home 
is Mauchester road, St. Louis City, and 
not Manchester, Mo.” 

Mrs. Dell wanted the matter corrected, as 
ghe feared her mistake would get her into 
trouble. 

Two days later another letter was received 
at the Post-Dispatch office. t was from 
Miss Kate Carmody of Manchester, Mo. Miss 
Carmody wrote that she was the only pereon 
of that name in Manchester, Mo., and the 

ublished account had disgraced her. She 

eclared she was innocent of all wrong do- 
ing, and demanded that she be set right be- 
fore the public. 

A reporter called at the Dell residence, 
918 North Eleventh street. It consists of 
two small rooms. One is used by the wom- 
an’s husband, who is a guitar maker. The 

lace had a poverty-stricken appearance. 
Mrs. Dell was not at home. Mr. Dell knew 
nothing about the baby transaction, or if 
he did he managed to conceal it. 

His wife, he said, was employed In the 
Provident Laundry, 1726 North Thirteenth 
street. A reporter found her there at work, 
She was so busy she could not spare time 
to talk about the matter when she learned 
a correction could not be made without a 
thorough investigation. She said Miss Con- 
ley lived on the Manchester road, and that 
she had never seen that g'rl but once. The 
weak places in her statement were pointed 
out. 

She was embarrassed and nervous. She 
insisted she had no time to talk, but when 
the reporter obtained permission from the 
laundry manager she had no excuse and 
consented to talk. 

“Il am done with the entire affair, and 
will tell the whole truth. The baby  be- 
longed to Miss Kate Carmody of Manches- 
ter, Mo., as the Post-Dispatch stated. When 
she saw the notice in the paper she came 
to me and told me to have the name 
changed. She said I could get the paper to 
fay the name was Conley and that the 
baby's mother lived on Manchester road. 
She said she would make trouble if I did 
not do this for her. 

“Now, the facts are these: I was in the 
Female Hospital at the same time Kate 
‘‘armody was. My baby was born a week 
before hers. When I left she asked me to 
take her baby along. She was to pay me 

per month. I agreed to this. After I 
got the baby it was taken sick. Miss Car- 
mody never sent any money nor came to 
see her baby. Then I gave it to the police.

NUMEROUS OBSTACLES

IN THE WAY OF INTERNATIONAL 
BIMETALLISM. 


CONFERENCE MAY BE HELD. 


But England Is Only Half-Hearted in 
the Matter and Germany 
Is Opposed. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 16.—The advo- 
cates of international bimetallism are much 
discouraged by the cable reports from Lon- 
don of the reception by the British Gov- 
ernment of the joint proposal for an inter- 
national agreement made by Baron De Cour- 
cel, the French Ambassador, on the part of 
France, and by Ambassador Hay and the 
special envoys on the part of the United 
States. The form of the proposal submitted 
is not known in Washington, as the au- 
thority to negotiate with the foreign rep- 
resentatives was vested without reserve in 
the special envoys of the United States. It 
is believed by the authorities here that the 
envoys went further than to suggest a gen- 
eral conference to be held in the United 
States some time next winter. 

The evident willingness of the present 
British Government to accept an invitation 
to participate in such a conference, it is be- 
lieved, leaves no doubt as to the holding of 
the conference eventually. Outside of the 
small group of men who are ardent be- 
lievers in the poss_bility of an international 
agreement, it is not generally believed, how- 
ever, that an international conference will 
lead to any agreement which would justify 
the United States in opening the mints to 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver. 

Senator Stewart, Senator Teller and 
Chairman Towne of the Silver Republican 
organization do not believe that any good 
will come from the conference if it is held, 
They advocate coinage by the United States 
without waiting for the consent of any other 
nation. It said that even the avowed 
bimetallists of the British Government will 
not go further than to hint vaguely at the 
possibility of the opening of the American 
mints and to talk in general terms about 
foe! a certain percentage of the Bank 
of England reserves in silver. In all the 
reports which have been given out about 
the work being done by the special envoys, 
there has never been a suggestion that 
England would agree to free coinage or 
anything approaching it.

Since that time the change in the German 
ministry has made the possibility of Ger- 
many entering into any agreement till 
more remote, for Baron Von Thielmann, 
who has been summoned from his post as 
German Ambassador to the United States 
to become Imperial Minister of Finance, is 
a strong advocate of the maintenance of 
the gold standard by the German Empire.

X-RAY DISCOVERY, 


Bullet Went Through or Around Nel- 
son’s Heart—He Has Recov- 
ered and Suffers No Pain. 


CHICAGO, July 16.—Charles B. Nelson, 
who, while in Washington Park on the 
night of July 1, In company with Mrs. 
Edith M. Staples, was shot in the breast, 
expects to learn soon if he is carrying 
around a heart with a bullet hole bored 
through it. He submitted to the X-rays for 
two sciagraphs last night in the hope of 
locating the bullet fired into his chest on 


that night. 
The sciagraphs seem to indicate that the 


ball cut through the heart on the shortest 
and most direct line, to lodge near the spine, 
but they are not quite conclusive. When 
he was brought to the Chicago Hospital 
the surgeons said he was shot in the heart 


and was doomed to death. He surprised 
them by promptly getting better and he 
was well enough yesterday to go to Wash- 
ington Park and try to locate the clump of 
bushes near which he and Mrs, Edith M. 
Staples were sitting when he was shot. 
When the photographic plates were de- 
veloped a person was able to see traces of 
the bullet. 

It is the opinion of the specialist, judging 
from the density of the bullet spots in the 
negatives, that the bullet was lodged about 
two inches in front of the spine. If that is 
so and the ball traveled in a straight line 
it must have gone through the heart. If 
it did not go through the heart, how did it 
get around the heart and reach its present 
location? That is what is puzzling the sur- 
aoome at the hospital. elson’s heart is 

irectly back of the point of entrance of 
the bullet and the surgeon says the bullet 
could not have gone any distance in a direct 
line without plercing the heart. 

The sciagraphs indicate that the ball was 
not deflected. If it proves to be back of the 
heart the mystery will be greater than 
ever. When Nelson was brought to the 
hospital and his wound was probed he lost 
a pint of blood. Mr. Nelson said he felt no 
ain either from his wound or from the

THAT BOOK CONTRACT. 

Honest educators and all citizens hav- 
ing the interests of public education at 
heart have protested and struggled for 
years against the control of school] book 
cont. acts by school book trusts. 

These trusts have placed a heavy incu- 
bus of oppression and corruption on the 
public school system of every State 
they have invaded for the purpose of 
monopolizing the school book contracts. 
The trail of the trusts through the States 
is slimy and malodorous. By the un- 
ecrupulous use of wealth and influence 
the trusts have driven or bought out com- 
petitors and abused monopoly to lay a 
heavy tribute on the people through the 
most sacred public institutions of the 
country—the free schools. 

Missour! is offered an opportunity to be 
free, in part, at least, from the trust 
monopoly of public school books. The 
new BState School Book Commission, 
created by the Legislature with the spe- 
cial object of protecting the people from 
oppressive overcharges in school books, 


‘has the power and the opportunity to 


break the book monopoly. 

Bids have been offered by competitors 
of the book trusts from 20 to 25 per cent 
lower than the trust bids. The struggle 
of the trusts to beat off competitors is 
attended by the usual swarm of lobbyists, 
by charges of inferiority of competing 
books and by abundant rumors of cor- 
ruption, These accompaniments of mo- 
nopoly struggles for control emphasize 
the duty of the commission to deal with 
the matter with absolute fidelity to the 
high public trust confided to its hands. 
They intensify the obligation to smash 
the trusts at every point where it can be 
done. 

But there Is another aspect of the con- 
test. The lower bids on a large part 
of the books have been submitted by Mis- 
sour! publishers. The sentiment expressed 
in resolutions adopted by the Manufact- 
urers’ Association and the Business Men’s 
League of this city that the contract 
should be given to home publishers if it 
can be done without detriment to the in- 
terests of the people is the sentiment of 
the people of the State. 

It is estimated that the total amount to 
be paid out by the people for books under 
the contract will reach the enormous 
sum of $3,000,000. By awarding the con. 
tract to the lower bidders of the State 
a large part of this sum will be paid out 
in support of the industries and commer- 
cial enterprises of the States, and the 
people will be saved $500,000. These are 
most important factors in the determina- 
tion of the award. 

The controlling considerations in the 
award of the contracts, therefore, are: 

i—The smashing of the school book 
monopoly. 

2—The encouragement of Missouri in- 
dustry and enterprise by the expenditure 
of nearly $3,000,000 within the State. 

3—The saving to the people of the State 
on school books of about $500,000. 

Lastly—The combination of the smash- 
ing of the trust monopoly, the encourage- 
ment of Missouri industry and the saving 
to the people of half a million dollars. 

In the light of these considerations the 
Btate School Book Commission will be 
held to the strictest accountability for its 
action.

STORY OF HIS LONG LIFE. 


BE IS AG, A. R. MAN AND DRAWS 
A PENSION. 


Glave, Warrior and Preacher, He Likes

If Uncle Anthony Edwards, who joined 
the G. A. R. Wednesday night, had been 
taught to write when he was a boy and 
had kept a diary with the same care that 
he has endeavored to carry events in his 
memory, he would have a work that the 
wealthiest libraries in the land would vie 
with each other to place on their shelyes. 

But Anthony was born and reared a slave, 
and however keenly he may have obeerved 
men and events from a time antedating the 
close of the administration of the first Pres- 
ident of the United States and the evaptPul 
years that marked the formative period of 
“the greatest government of the grandest 
republic the world ever saw,’’ he can only 
recount them from a memory that waa 
supposed to take no note of them, for he 
wae regarded as having no part or parcel 
of interest in the ship of State. 

It was never dreamed by his young mas- 
ter, Danie] Young, who was one of the 
wealthiest hereditary slave-owners of 
Louisa County, Virginia, that the little ne- 
gro who first saw the light of day in 1793, 
would ever become a citizen of this great 
republic, not only a voter, but that his 
mame would be borne on its pension rolls 
as worthy of the nation’s bounty for mil- 
jtary service rendered. 

The vicissitudes through which Anthony 
Pdwards has passed when in the apportidn- 
ment of the Young estate he fell to Ann 
Boxley, who had been his young mistress, 
and she and her husband started for the 
West to settle in Pike County, Mo., would

W. W. DAVIS THINKS HE HAS A 
GREAT INVENTION. 


“HELLO GIRL” UNNECESSARY. 


What Is Claimed to Be an Improve- 
ment on the Ford Auto- 
matic Switchboard. 


Automatic switchboards in telephone ex- | 
changes, the principle of which was first 
discovered by Dr. H. C. Ford of St. Louis, 
are gradually reaching perfection by means 
of improvements, upon which limited pat- 
ents are issued by the Government. 

The automatic system of switching has 
not yet come into general use. The defunct 
Harrigon International Telephone Co. made 
a great ado about bringing the Ford pat- 
ents into universal use, but that company 
did nothing. 

The Bell people are using the automatic 
switch in a limited way and the new Kin- 
loch company will probably employ it 'ex- 
clusively. 

In this connection it is interesting to note 
that another St. Louis man, W. W. Davis, 
has secured a patent for an automatic 
switch, which, while it operates in the 
same general way as the Ford system, is 
yet sufficiently distinct not to make it en 
infringement. 

The machine comprises a dial or disk, with 
a power-driven arm operating in juxtapost- 
tion to the disk; a stop to arrest the motion 
of this arm at any predetermined point, a 
make and break mechanism, comprising a 
rotary shaft geared to the arm mentioned, 
and provided with separate insulated por- 
tiona, and a contact arm adapted to bear 
against said shaft in the path of the in- 
sulated portions. 

These machines are to be located at all 
outlying statiorg and are to be operated in 
combination with a central exchange sta- 
tion, comprising an electrical device in cir- 
cuit with the make and b mechanism. 
The machine is very Intricate and involves 
much delicate mechanism, but it is held by 
the patentee and his attorneys to complete- 
ly overcome all previous objections to the 
automatic system of telephone ewitching. 
Whether the new machine will wholly do 
away with the “hello giri,”’ or whether it 
ig designed to make automatic house to 
houseconnections, is not apparent from the 
description and designs, but it is claimed 
that ft will remove much of the cumber- 
some methods of telephone connection now 
in vogue, 

The new patent was issued two weeks 


ago. 

De. Ford, the original patentee of the 
automatic switch, declines to say whether 
he considers the patent of Mr. Davis an 
improvement over his own. In fact he de- 
clines to discuss the subject, except to say 
that all automatic switches other than his 
own are mere adaptations of his discovery. 
The doctor does not seem to be afraid of 
Mr. Davis or his @atent.

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FAMILY OF FIFTY-FIVE GYPSIES 
BOUND FOR MISSOURI. 


“AMERICA THE BLESSED.” 


Cannot Forget Former Prosperity Here 
—An Object Lesson in Govern- 
ment—What Is Happiness? 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 16.—A party of fifty-five 
ewarthy Russian Gypsies were passengers 
in the steerage of the Hamburg-American 
Line steamer Patria, from Hamburg. They 
are going to settle in Missouri and raise cat- 
tle and horses. 

They are well supplied with funds, their 
cash capital consisting of nearly $12,000, 
principally in $, $10 and $20 gold pieces, 
which is stored securely im six large canvas 
bags. 

One of the families brings $40,000, made 
in South America in the cattle-raising busi- 


ness. 

Owing to the late arrival of the Patria, 
the steerage passengers were forced to re- 
main on board over night. While most of 
the other passengers danced to the music 
of a hand-organ played by one of the crew, 
the Gypsies huddled together on the for- 
ward deck of he ship and refused to join 
in the festivities. They were all seated on 
the forward hatchway, surrounding the can- 
vai bags which contain their wealth. The 
colony started from Southern Russia and 
converted their money into United States 
gold before embarking at Hamburg. 

Miguel Nicolai and his family consist of 
fifty-five persons. The family has traveled 
more than 2,000 miles. The head of the 
family is°70 years old. He is a Brasilian 
gaucho or ranchman. Fifty years ago he 
began to raise coffee, children and cotton in 
Brazil. All of his children are alive, as is 
his wife. 

There ie young Juan, and Juan's father, 
and Juan’s grandfather, and Juan's great- 
grandfather, and his great-great-grand- 
father. 

Very little is knowm about the rest of the 
family, for when a reporter asked Chief 
Emilio bow many children there wer 
the family, Bmilio answered: om 

“I cannot say. I don’t think any of us 
counted them up. I know that there are 
fifty-eix persons in_ our family, all told. I 
know this, because I have been in the habit 
of paying bills for, fifty-six persons. 

“This is not the Mirst time that we have 
been in America. About four years 
when buséness became bad down in Br 
we sold out our ranches and plantations, 
We decided to come to the United States 
and raised all the cash we could on our 
property and exchanged ft for United States 
money. We went to Louisiana, where we 
settled on a cotton plantation. As the 
members of the family all stuck together 
and never quarreled, we along nicely. 

“I am supreme. Proba ly there is not a 
king or an emperor anywhere in the world 
who rules his people ag I do. reason is 
because I give them almost everything 
they want. All of us speak good English. 
Naturally we speak Portuguese and Span- 
ish. and we have asquired rman, Freach 
and Italian. female members 
family do not speak an ish. The 
keep to themselves and do mingle wit 
outsiders. Whatever we say goes with 
them. They know that we are greatly at- 
tached to them and are always working 
in their interests. The reason we get s 
so nicely is because the women do not iIn- 
terfers in our affairs. 

“We don’t pay any undertakers’ bills, be- 
cause there has never been a death in the 
family since my father and mother were 
married. 

“Weare all happy because we have — 
and money. We are greats attached to 
other. None of the children are quarre 
because they never see their father 
mother quarrel. The children are ta

CITY SHORT OF MONEY. 
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MUNICIPAL EXPENSES GROW AND 
REVENUE SHRINKS. 


A FALLING OFF OF $100,000. 


General Appropriation Bill 130,000 
Less Than Was Called For 
Last Year. 


The general appropriation Dill Introduced 
in the City Council Tuesday night shovs the 
city to be in desperate financia. s.raita, 
The total is $4,810,000. The total last year 
was $4,988,000, or $130,000 more than this. The 
$4,310,000 represents 83 per cent of the Comp- 
troller’s estimate of revenue available for 
appropriation for municipal purposes, which 
is $5,014,000. Last year’s estimate was $5,- 
062,123.28. The appropriation bill last year 
represented 8 per cent. It is usually figured 
that only this amount of taxes and licenses 
will be collected. Last year only 8 per cent 
was collected, and this year the appropria- 
tion was figured on the 88 per cent basis. 

There is barely enough money in sight to 
meet the running expenses for the current 
fiscal year. Comptroller Sturgeon esti- 
mates that there will be a falling off of 
1 in this year’s revenue compared with 


“tt is due to the cyclone,” says Mr. Stur- 


geon. 
“It is only in a smali measure due to 
that,”’ says Assessor Frederick. 4 

The fact is the city’s expenses have 
grown faster than Its revenue. New officés 
have been ‘created and  galaries raised. 
Some licenses have been abolished and 
others, notably those of vehicles and real 
estate agents, have been lowered. 

It has been repeatedly shown that the 
license laws were not enforced while Mayor 
Ziegenhe!n was Collector. From this com- 
bination of causes the city has been falling 
deeper and deeper into the slough of finan- 
clal despond. 

Revénue from licenses has not kept pace 
with revenue from taxation. ng the 
first term of Assessor Frederick the as- 
sessed valuation of real and personal prop- 
erty increased from $284,260,790 to $341, 087,600, 
or, In round numbers, $57,000,000. t year 
there was a falling off of $2,000,000 from the 
year before instead of the normal increase 
of about $15,000,000. This was due to the 
cyclone, which caused a ere of $10,000,000 
and to the several bank consolidations. 

The rate of assessment is $2.05 a hundred 
Of this, $1 goes to the city for municipal 
purposes and 4 cents for interest on the 
bonded debt. The rest goes to the State 
and the schools. The city’s share of the 
increase during Mr. Frederick’s first ter 
was, therefore, .$112,70. \ 

“If there is a fall ng off of $100,000 in reve- 
nue,’’ says Mr. Frederick, it is caused b 
other things than the cyclone. The $19,000,000 
reduction in the assessment caused by that 
only represents a revenue loss to the city 
of $20,000.”’ 

In four years the revenue from licenses 
has only increased $13,146.34. In 1893 it was 
$1,338,415.68. For the fiscal year ending last 
April there were $1,325,270.34. 

The Assembly has already appropriated 
$155,000 for the new’ City Hall and $48,000 un- 
der the temporary appropriation bill. 

There is a cutting down all along the line. 
No provision is made for paying the costs 
of the School Board election. if the Su- 
preme Court decides against the city some 
more shaving will have been done.

Had Criminally Assaulted a Woman 


Details of a Negro’s Dastardly Crime 
and the Awful Penalty 
He Paid for It. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

FLORENCE, Ala., July 16.—Anthony 
Williams, a negro, was lynched by a mob 
near West Point, Tenn., yesterday evening. 
His crime was the criminal assault and 
murder of Miss Rene Williams, a young 
white woman. -He was trampled to death, 
shot full of bullets and then his body was 
burned. 

During the excitement attending the 
bloody work three men were shot, two of 
thein seriously. In the general fusillade 
stray shots hit the father of Miss Williams 
sweetheart, Will Perdue. One 
other man, whose name could not be 
learned, was also shot. The girl's father 
received two bad wounds, one in the neck 
and one in the arm. Perdue, her betrothed, 
was shot in the leg. The third man re- 
ceived a wound In the hand.

prostrate negro, who had 
trampled to death. In the front rank were 
the relatives of the murdered girl, father, 
brother, her uncle and her flance. At a 
given signal two hundred pistols and guns 
were discharged at the negro. 

Then the shooting became indiscriminate 
and the crowd scattered. Everything was 
wild with excitment, and shots meant for 
the negro flew wild of their mark.

The crime for which Williams, the negro, 
was killed was one of the most horrible on 
record. Near West Point, Tenn., last Tues- 
day afternoon, he assaulted and killed Miss 
Rena Williams. The negro was captured 
yesterday, and his lynching soon followed. 

For two days and nights 300 men, armed 
and determined, have scoured the country 
Several times posses were with- 
in shooting distance of him, but he escaped. 
He was captured within sixteen miles of 
the scene of his crime. A man named Clark, 
to whom he applied for tobacco, suspected 


Williams was first traced to Iron City. 
He traded the young lady’s belt to a negro 
woman for a night's lodging. He was later 
seen at Pruitton and several shots were 
fired. All trace of him was lost until yester- 


the woods without food over two 
days and running most of the time, so that 
he was exhaueted. 

The crowd took him back to the scene of 
his brutal crime, tied him to the same tree 
that he had tied his victim to when he out- 
raged her, and there gave him a torturing 
death. The mob was composed of most sub- 
stantial men, The victim was shortly to 
have been married to a young man in Nash- 
ville. Her intended husband came down 
from Nashyille to-day and was at West 
Point to meet the crowd of avengers and as- 
sist them. 

The young lady left her home early Tues- 
day morning to pick berries. When she did 
not return for dinner her friends went in

Capt. John N. Pickel of the Second Po- 
lice District will have an opportunity to ex- 
plain to the Board of Police Commissioners 
why he failed to make a report on the 
Twentieth and Carr streets accident, ac- 
credited in the newspapers to Capt. Phjl- 
lips of the Fifth District.

Investigation shows that the child was 
neither knocked down nor struck by the 
horse or carriage, but received her injuries 
by falling from fright. 

She was crossing from the northeast to the 
northwest corner of Twentieth and Carr 
streets. when the spirited gray driven by 
Capt. Pickel dashed up. The child spran 
back and fell on the curb, bruising her bac 

her right leg, below the knee, 

Capt. el jumped from his buggy and 
tried to comfort the child. While he was 

uleting her Mrs. Washington, with whom 
Clara lives, at 2019 Carr street, ran up and 
took her home. Capt. Pickel followed, and 
after satisfying himself that her injuries 
were not serious, he gave the child 50 cents. 
No one present heard Capt. Phillips’ name 
mentioned. 

When the papers related the incident, 
naming Capt. Phillips, that official was as- 
tonished. He had not been in the vicinity 
mentioned for weeks. 

He reported to headquarters that a mis- 
take had been made. Acting Chief Kiely 
instructed Capt. Joyce to investigate and 
report to him the name of the Captain who 
caused the accident. 

Sergeant Boyd brought to light that Capt.

COMPANIES AT WAR. 


BOMB-THROWER IN MILWAUKEE 


THE NORTHWESTERN NATIONAL 
CUTS 30 TO 50 PER CENT. 


Opinions Differ Widely as to the Prob- 
able Effect on Business in 
& St. Louis. 


A dispatch from Milwaukee, Wis., states 
that the action of the Northwestern Nation- 
al Fire Insurance Company of that city in 
erdering a cut of from 30 to W per cent on 
all preferred risks has caused consterna- 
tion in the ranks of underwriters.
